25 and to tut off all occaſions that may conduce to the further ſpꝛeading 
of the ſickneſſe, Doth hereby declare his Royall will and pleaſure foꝛ the putting off this next 
Bartholomew Faire, vſually kept in Smithfield, and of a Faire kept in Southwarke , called 
our Lady Faire. 

And therefoze His Maieſty doth admoniſh and command all His louing Subietts to foz- 
beare to reſoꝛt this yeare to the ſaid Faires oz either of them; Aud doth allo require and en- 
toyne the Loꝛds, and others intereſſed in the ſame Faires, that they ſhall not hold this now 
next Bartholomew Faire in Smithfield , noz our Lady Faire in Southwarke noz elſewhere; 
Uponpaine of ſuch puniſhment , as foꝛ a Contempt ſo much concerning the generall ſafety of 
His Paieſties Dubiects they ſhall be adiudged to deſerve.
